Lecture  topic  is  ‘Thursday’s  Child’

Thousands  of  healthy  chil- 
dren are  adopted  each  year 
by  couples  looking  to  share 
their  love.  Sometimes  passed 
over,  however,  are  the  "spe- 
cial" children  — the  children 
who  are  different  in  some  way. 

These  children  are  usually 
found  in  state  agencies  and 
have  a variety  of  problems. 
They  may  have  emotional  or 
physical  disabilities,  come 
from  broken  homes,  be  over 
the  age  of  five,  or  be  aban- 
doned orabused.  Children 
possessing  any  of  these  quali- 
ties are  often  not  adopted 
because  many  people  prefer 
to  adopt  "normal,  healthy 
children." 

In  order  to  combat  this 
problem,  WDAF-TV  4 began  a 
series  in  November  1980  called 
"Thursday's  Child”  which  at- 
tempts to  find  people  who  are 
willing  to  adopt  hard-to-place 
children.  The  average  age  of 
the  children  featured  on  the 
program  is  seven,  and  most  of 
the  youngsters  are  usually  in 
temporary  foster  homes  at  the 
time  they  are  featured. 


Cynthia  Smith,  anchorwo- 
man for  WDAF-TV  4,  conducts 
the  "Thursday's  Child"  pro- 
gram. She  said  the  idea  for  the 
series  evolved  about  three 
years  ago  when  a baby  was 
found  abandoned  in  a shoe- 
box  in  Overland  Park.  WDAF- 
TV  4 followed  the  child’s  adop- 
tion and,  thereby,  became 
more  aware  of  the  adoption 
process.  Cynthia  Smith  then 
conducted  a short  series  on 
adoption  so,  when  the  "Thurs- 
day's Child"  series  was  devel- 
oped. she  was  the  natural 
person  to  take  charge  of  the 
program. 

Cynthia  Smith  loves  doing 
theseries.  "It's  wonderful." 
she  said.  "Every  child  is  differ- 
ent and  has  a different  per- 
sonality." In  addition,  she 
commented  that  each  show 
takes  anywhere  from  one  to 
two  hours  to  tape.  During  this 
time,  the  children  featured 
overcome  their  initial  camera 
shyness. 

The  public's  response  to  the 
"Thursday's  Child"  program 
has  been  tremendous.  So  far 


sixty-two  of  the  sixty-nine 
children  featured  have  been 
adopted.  In  addition,  the  state 
agencies,  which  choose  the 
children  to  be  featured,  have 
reported  that  for  every  child 
who  is  featured,  another  three 
children  are  adopted  by  peo- 
ple who  call  the  agencies  in 
response  to  the  program. 
Therefore,  it  is  possible  that 
over  200  children  have  found 
homes  as  a result  of  the  time 
and  effort  WDAF-TV  4 and 
Cynthia  Smith  have  spent  in 
providing  the  "Thursday's 
Child"  program. 

Cynthia  Smith  will  present 
a lecture  on  "Thursday's 
Child"  on  Wednesday,  Febru- 
ary 23.  At  that  time  she  will 
detail  her  experiences  and 
explain  how  she  became  in- 
volved with  the  series. 

Sponsored  by  the  Educa- 
tion Department  and  the  St. 
Thomas  More  Church  Wom- 
en's Council,  the  lecture  will 
be  presented  at  12:30  p.m.  in 
Whitfield  Centre.

Tuesday.  February  1,  is  a day  that  will  live  long  in  our 
thoughts  — especially  for  commuter  students  As  you  will 
recall,  this  was  the  day  of  the  first  big  snowfall  in  Kansas  City.

I thought  the  new  weather  policy  would  help  for  days  like 
this  one.  Evidently  I was  wrong.  A Disappointed  Student 
Editor's  Note: 

The  administration  wishes  to  clarify  how  the  delayed  sched- 
ule is  implemented  and  how  the  cancellation  of  classes  is 
determined. 

The  administration  starts  listening  to  the  radio  about  5:00 
a m.  to  try  to  determine  how  hazardous  the  weather  is,  to  hear 
what  street  conditions  are,  and  to  see  what  other  institutions 
are  doing.  After  all  of  these  factors  have  been  considered,  the 
administration  decides  whether  or  not  to  hold  classes.  If 
classes  are  not  held  or  if  Avila  will  be  on  the  delayed  schedule, 
radio  stations  are  notified  so  that  the  information  may  be 
broadcast. 

On  February  1, 1983.  no  other  colleges  had  cancelled  classes 
so  Avila  followed  suit.  Later  in  the  day,  however,  the  severity  of 
the  weather  conditions  brought  the  administration  to  the  deci- 
sion to  cancel  classes  after  1.00  p.m.

Avila  MBA  program  grows 


Ten  additional  students 
completed  requirements  for 
the  Master  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration degree  in  Decem- 
ber. This  brings  the  total  of 
MBA  degree  holders  for  Avila 
College  up  to  60. 

According  to  Dr.  L.  George 
Smith,  coordinator  of  the  MBA 
program,  the  155  students  en- 
rolled in  the  program  during 
the  current  spring  semester 
represent  the  tenth  consecu- 
tive semester  of  growth  in  this 
program.  In  fact,  ten  addition- 
al students  are  involved  with 
the  program  as  special  grad- 


uate students  or  in  a Pre-MBA 
classification  bringing  the 
grand  total  of  participants  up 
to  165. 

Of  the  155  students,  33 
entered  the  program  for  the 
first  time  this  spring,  59  per- 
cent of  the  currently  enrolled 
students  are  men;  41  percent 
are  women.  The  graduates 
and  current  students  hold 
bachelors'  degrees  from  75 
different  colleges  and  univer- 
sities and  represent  many 
diverse  fields  of  undergradu- 
ate study. 
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Intramural  sports  programs 
give  students  the  opportunity 
to  participate  in  their  favorite 
sports  without  the  rigorous 
pressure  of  varsity  competi- 
tion. These  activities  are  also 
a good  change  of  pace  from 
academic  life  and  midwinter 
blahs. 

"Intramurals  are  not  like 
regular  varsity  sports,"  Intra- 
mural Coordinator  Orlin  Ste- 
ner  said  "They  are  a good 
change  from  regular  study. 
Students  can  escape  and  get 
their  minds  on  something 
else." 

This  program,  which  has 
been  around  since  about  1976. 
has  flourished,  offering  num- 
erous activities  to  both  on  and 
off-campus  students.  Tennis, 
volleyball,  aerobics,  ping- 
pong  and  basketball  are  only 
a few  of  the  seasonal  sports 
which  are  available  to  stu- 
dents. 

Enrollment  in  the  intramural 
activites  has  increased  over 
the  past  year  which  is  mainly 
due  to  the  expansion  of  the

twice  a week.

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Avalanche  seeks  road  wins 
to  improve  playoff  chances

The  Avila  basketball  show 
takes  to  the  road  this  week 
with  one-night  engagements 
at  Mid-America  and  Benedic- 
tine. Avila  plays  at  Mid-Amer- 
ica tomorrow  night  and  at 
Benedictineon  Wednesday 
night. 

Avila  is  currently  battling 
for  a spot  in  the  upcoming 
District  16  playoffs  and  needs 
big  wins  against  both  schools 
to  improve  their  playoff  chan- 
ces. 

When  the  crosstown  Rock- 
hurst  Hawks  brought  their 
show  into  Mabee  Fieldhouse 
the  visitors  found  the  stage  set 
for  an  upset.  The  District  16’s 
No.  1 rated  team  was  the  heavy 
favorite  coming  into  the  game. 
No  one  apparently  had  told 
this  to  the  Avalanche,  or  a 
near  capacity  crowd. 

Avila  fell  behind  in  the  open- 
ing minutes  of  the  game  4-0. 
Outside  jump  shots  by  Ralph 
Burton  and  Tom  Bodenstab 
quickly  erased  the  deficit. 
Rockhurst  then  took  control 
of  the  stage  for  most  of  the 
first  half  by  pulling  in  front 
22-10.  Avila’s  Chuck  Allen 
took  center  stage  before  the 
end  of  the  half  when  he  pulled 
his  team  within  5, 25-20,  at  the 
half. 

The  second  half  started 
much  as  the  first  half  had 
ended  The  Avalanche  contin- 
ued to  have  the  hot  hand  and 
before  an  appreciative  audi- 
ence took  the  lead  at  28-27  on 
Tom  Saunders  lay-up.  The 
lead  continued  to  change 
hands  often  until  the  Hawks 
took  a 47-41  lead. 

Avila's  veteran  cast  once 
again  took  the  spotlight  with 
8 straight  points  from  Saun- 
ders, Larry  Larkin  and  Marvin 
Sellers. 

That  was  the  finale  for  the 
Avalanche  as  the  Hawks 
brought  the  curtain  down  with 
11  points  in  less  than  2 Vs  min- 
utes. When  the  final  curtain 


closed  the  Hawks  were  left 
with  a 64-56  victory. 

Saunders  and  Larkin  shared 
high-scorer  honors  in  the 
game  with  13  points  apiece. 
Larkin  led  both  teams  with  12 
rebounds. 

Several  days  before  the 
Rockhurst  game  the  Drury 
Panthers  put  on  a show  of  their 
own  that  the  Avalanche  would 
just  as  soon  forget  about. 
Drury  buried  Avila  66-42.  The 
Panthers  controlled  the  game 
the  entire  way  and  led  at  half- 
time 40-14. 

Avila  staged  their  best  of- 
fensive performanceof  the 
year  when  they  buried  the 
Mid-America  Pioneers  85-66. 
Leading  the  cast  in  the  star- 
ring role  for  the  evening  was 
Larkin  with  31  points  and  18 
rebounds.  Both  were  season 
highs  for  an  Avila  player  this 
season.  Allen  played  a strong 
supporting  role  with  22  points. 

The  Avila  road  show  drew 
poor  reviews  when  it  played 
the  Evangel  Crusaders.  Evan- 
gel downed  Avila  65-52.  At  the 
half  the  score  was  tied  at  24-24. 
In  the  second  half  the  Ava- 
lanche offense  made  an  early 
exit  as  the  team  shot  under 
25%  from  the  floor,  hitting  on 
only  9 shots  in  twenty  minutes. 

The  same  offense  put  on  a 
lively  show  when  Avila  hosted 
UMKC.  Avila  upset  the  Kanga- 
roos 65-54. 

Fred  Haney  and  Larkin 
scored  Avila’s  early  baskets 
and  gave  the  team  a 10-8  lead. 
At  that  point  Coach  Dennis 
Joyce  had  the  cast  improvise 
and  inserted  a 3-guard  lineup. 
The  change  in  the  script  paid 
its  dividends  as  the  quicker 
lineup  consistently  beat  the 
Kangaroos  down  the  floor  and 
to  the  basket. 

Guards  Allen,  Saunders  and 
Mike  Dowdell  ran  into  the 
second  half  and  increased  the 
Avila  lead  to  43-26.  The  clos-

The  sole  bright  spot  was  their 
72%  shooting  from  the  free 
throw  line  Darby  Chambers 
led  Avila  in  scoring  for  the 
game  with  14  points  and  Cold- 
snow  led  both  teams  in  re- 
bounding with  15.

A journey  of  1000  miles  begins  with  a single  stej.

Please  do  not  send  the 
NCAA  any  roses.  Not  yet  at 
least.  Maybe  a pat  on  the  back 
or  a congratulatory  note,  but 
not  roses. 

The  NCAA’s  recent  ruling 
requiring  higher  entrance  re- 
quirements for  freshmen  ath- 
letes is  a step  in  the  right 
direction  towards  the  ideal 
goal  of  the  student-athlete.  It 
is  only  one  step  though  in  a 
long  journey. 

Requirements  instituted  by 
the  NCAA  included  a 1.8  GPA 


and  a minimal  score  on  the 
ACT  exam.  While  this  is  com- 
mendable the  requirements 
are  below  the  entrance  re- 
quirements of  many  colleges 
across  the  nation,  large  and 
small.  In  theory,  a prospective 
student  could  be  eligible  to 
participate  in  athletics  at  his 
chosen  college  but  not  be 
eligible  to  attend  that  college. 

If  athletics  is  in  its  proper 
role  at  a college  the  require- 
ments at  the  institution  will  be, 
or  ideally  would  be  higher 


requirements  for  athletes  than 
normal  students.  The  athlete 
who  is  unable  to  compete  in 
the  classroom  should  not  be 
competing  on  the  court.  As 
monotonous  as  it  always 
seems  to  sound,  the  primary 
reason  an  athlete  belongs  at 
school  is  for  an  education. 

Coaches  and  others  recruit- 
ing for  college  athletic  teams 
can  play  a role  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  student  also.  Be- 
forea  prospective  student- 
athlete  is  signed  to  a letter-of- 


intent  their  academic  back- 
grounds should  be  scrutinized 
even  closer  than  their  athletic 
backgrounds. 

One  major  complaint  about 
the  NCAA’s  ruling  was  that  it 
discriminated  against  black 
athletes  who  would  be  forced 
to  take  a test  that  many  have 
judged  to  be  discriminatory 
against  blacks  and  other  mi- 
norities. One  has  to  wonder 
where  the  people  who  are 
complaining  the  loudest  were 
when  the  black  student  first 


was  required  to  take  the  tests. 

The  answer  lies  in  working 
to  change  the  test,  not  working 
to  lower  the  requirements.  The 
only  one  who  suffers  when 
that  is  done  is  the  student- 
athlete. 

Yes,  the  NCAA  should  be 
applauded  for  its  stand.  At 
least  it  has  made  one.  Its  job  is 
only  just  in  its  infant  stage, 
however,  one  can  only  hope  to 
see  it  through  its  childhood 
and  beyond.  Let’s  hope  it  lives 
a long  and  fruitful  life.
